The new company looks 
to its customers of the past as well 
as to new ones for the natronage 
that will guarantee the future 
success of the new plant. A uni- 
form degree of excellence will be 
maintained in the manufacture of 
lumber and boxes, and a depend- 
able product may be seeured from 
this mill at all times.
